They  would  just  as 
soon  that  we  defeat  ourselves.  But  with  a  society  that  believes  in  the  rule  of  law 
and  that  reason  and  prudence  must  always  guide  us,  we  can  know  that  justice 
will  prevail  and  that  our  society  will  not  sag  into  defeat.  The  greatest  respect 
that  we  can  give  to  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  those  horrifying  moments 
is  a  continued  and  growing  respect  for  the  rule  of  law.

group  of  over  a  hun- 
dred alumni,  faculty, 
staff,  and  friends  of 
Dean  Donald  L^unn 
gathered  on  June  7  at 
the  Barney  Estate  in 
Springfield's  Forest 
Park  to  thank  Don  for  his  service  to  the 
Law  School  as  its  dean  for  the  past  five 
years  and  to  wish  him  well  as  he  returns 
to  the  faculty  and  to  his  position  as 
director  of  the  Law  Library.  The  occa- 
sion also  served  as  the  25th  Reunion  of 
the  Class  of  1976,  a  group  of  lawyers-to- 
be  who  arrived  at  the  young  law  school 
in  the  fall  of  1973,  only  months  after 
Don's  arrival  as  its  new  librarian.  It  was 
thus  doubly  sweet  for  Don  to  be 
reunited  with,  and  honored  by,  those 
individuals  who  now  recall  their  arrival 
at  the  then-unaccredited  law  school  as 
an  act  of  faith,  but  one  which  has  been 
amply  rewarded  by  the  professional 
success  which  they  have  enjoyed. 

The  most  enjoyable  aspect  of  the 
evening,  apart  from  the  wonderful 
spring  weather  and  beautiful  surround- 
ings of  the  Estate,  was  surely  the  chance 
to  catch  up  with  friends  from  the  past 
quarter-century.  However,  there  were 
some  formalities  and  presentations  of 
note.  Among  the  speakers.  President

and  then  announced  that  the  endow- 
ment fund  for  the  scholarship  which  the 
directors  of  the  Law  School  Alumni 
Association  suggested  as  a  way  to  honor 
Don's  contributions  as  dean  had,  in  less 
than  a  month,  grown  to  over  $23,000, 
more  than  twice  the  necessary  mini- 
mum. As  a  result,  in  the  Fall  2002,  a 
deserving  second  year  law  student  will 
receive  the  first  of  the  annual  Donald 
Dunn  Merit  Scholarships. 

Dean  Leavens,  speaking  for  himself 
and  the  faculty,  lauded  Don  for  the  wis- 
dom, modesty,  and  good  judgment 
which  he  invariably  brought  to  bear  in 


addressing  the  challenges  of  his  dean- 
ship.  Dean  Leavens  predicted  that  Don's 
most  enduring  achievement  would  be 
his  success  in  revitalizing  the  alumni  as  a 
vital  constituent  of  the  Law  School's 
community.

NEGOTIATION  TEAM  TAKES  ABA  NATIONALS 

WITH  CREATIVE  RESOLUTION  OF  MOCK  NAPSTER  CASE

Flying  cross-country  on  a  Thursday  night 
in  February,  the  four  members  of  the  Law 
Negotiation  Team  contingent  from  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  sat  recapping  the 
events  that  had  led  them  to  journey  to  the 
National  ABA  Negotiation  Competition  to 
be  held  in  San  Diego  that  weekend. 

Faculty  advisor  Nancy  Sykes  '89,  assistant  dean  of  law  stu- 
dent affairs,  leaned  forward  in  her  seat  to  address  the  team. 
"This  is  a  learning  experience  and  I  want  you  all  to  make  the 
most  of  it,"  she  said,  "It's  good  enough  that  we're  going  to 
Nationals.  It's  good  enough  that  we're  in  the  top  twenty.  It's  an 
honor  just  to  have  gotten  this  far." 


Fourteen  Hours  Later,  There's  Been  a  Change  of  Heart. 

By  9:30  a.m.  Saturday  morning,  Nancy  Sykes,  assistant 
dean  of  law  student  affairs,  licensed  U.C.C.  minister,  liber- 
ated earth  mother  with  her  salt  and  pepper  hair  and  signa- 
ture flowing  scarves,  sat  riveted  in  the  negotiation 
semi-finals.  Gone  were  her  notions  of  coming  to  San  Diego 
"for  the  experience."  She  wanted  her  team  to  win  and  their 
performance  in  the  first  qualifying  round  convinced  her  it 
was  within  their  grasp. 

Perhaps  it  was  an  encounter  earlier  that  day  that  ignited 
the  fire  that  burned  inside  Dean  Sykes'  bright  blue  eyes. 
At  the  opening  breakfast  gathering,  the  coach  from  George- 
town University  introduced  himself  and  inquired  about  her

team's  origins,  "Oh,"  he  said,  "I've 
never  heard  of  that  school."  Nancy 
secretly  vowed  to  help  her  team  show 
him  just  where  they  came  from  and 
what  made  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law  worthy  of  a  place  at 
the  national  negotiation  table. 

There  was  more  at  stake  for  Sykes 
at  home.  She  had  spent  three  years 
petitioning  the  School  to  give  three 
hours  of  academic  credit  for  participa- 
tion on  the  Negotiation  Team.  This 
year,  she  had  been  successful.  A  win  at 
the  Nationals  would  be  a  fitting  reward 
for  the  team's  hard  work. 

One  of  two  negotiation  teams  from 
our  School  of  Law  competing  in  2000- 
2001,  the  team  of  Richard  Kneeland 
and  Thomas  Sullivan  Jr.,  had  already

"Our  sole  purpose  was  to  get  the  threat  of 
litigation  off  the  table.  We  needed  to  make 
sure  that  we  could  provide  the  revenue 
streams  that  the  recording  industry  was  look- 
ing for,  the  royalty  payments  that  the  artists 
were  looking  for,  and  most  importantly,  keep 
Jester  (Napster)  alive,"  said  Richard  Kneeland 
in  an  interview  with  WRNX-FM  Radio.

taken  third  at  the  regional  competition 
from  a  field  of  24  teams.  Their  excel- 
lent showing  had  been  bittersweet. 
Originally,  a  mix-up  in  the  alphabeti- 
cal coding  system  at  the  November 
competition  had  awarded  the  WNEC 
team  first  place,  only  to  have  the  error 
discovered  and  the  win  taken  away.  At 
San  Diego,  the  men  were  looking  for 
vindication  with  a  victory. 

An  integral  part  of  the  team  was 
third-year  student  coach  Lori  Granat- 
Dupell,  a  three  year  coaching  veteran 
who  provided  insight  into  the  work- 
ings of  ABA  competition.  "Lori's  expe- 
rience with  the  competition  was 
invaluable,"  says  Kneeland,  "She  was 
able  to  give  us  a  sense  of  what  to 
expect  and  what  has  worked  in  the 


music  over  the  Internet.  Bringing  innovative 
marketing  solutions  to  enhance  the  site,  the 
Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law 
team  presented  a  win-win-win  scenario. 

The  solution  was  a  fee-based  service.  Says 
Kneeland,  "We  had  to  keep  lester  (Napster) 
in  business  and  the  way  we  thought  to  do 
that  was  to  charge  a  fee — I  think  everyone 
expects  that  to  become  the  norm.  We  felt  that 
fee  would  be  around  $12 — equal  to  maybe  20 


past  as  far  as  negotiation  style.  But 
most  importantly,  she  critiqued  us 
very  honestly." 

The  theme  of  the  2000-2001  ABA 
Law  Student  Division  Negotiation 
Competitions  was  Internet  Law. 
A  month  prior  to  the  nationals,  the 
20  teams,  selected  from  the  175 
law  schools  which  participated  in 
regional  competitions,  had  been 
sent  fact  patterns  outlining  the  details 
of  the  two  cases  they  would  negotiate 
on  Saturday.  Sunday's  topic  would  be 
revealed  Saturday  night.  Among  the 
teams  competing  during  the  bi-annual 
American  Bar  Association  Conference 
were  Boston  College,  Georgetown 
University,  and  Vermont  Law. 


downloads,  20  songs  on  a  CD  with  Jester 
keeping  $L  If  you  take  out  the  manufactur- 
ing, distribution,  and  promotional  costs  of  a 
CD  it  pretty  much  takes  about  $6.50  off  the 
price.

In  their  first  case,  the  team  repre- 
sented a  fictitious  Internet  server  called 
Small  World  which  was  debating 
whether  to  merge  or  be  bought  out  by 
a  larger  server.  Their  opponent  was  the 
team  from  Hamline  University.  Western 
New  England  College  was  victorious. 

Round  two.  "Pandora"  was  the  fic- 
titious third  largest  ISP  the  team  rep- 
resented in  a  proposed  merger  with 
"Scorpion,"  a  mammoth  electronics 
retailer  represented  by  Ohio  State. 
Again,  our  team  reigned  supreme  and 
advanced  to  the  finals. 

At  seven  p.m.  Saturday  night,  final- 
ists were  given  their  fact  pattern  for 
the  final  round.  "The  moment  I  read 
it,  I  said  to  Tom,  'we've  got  a  shot,'" 
said  Kneeland.  The  mock  Napster 
website  case  could  not  have  been 
more  suited  to  the  pair.  The  team 
would  represent  "Jester"  (Napster) 
and  University  of  Nevada,  Las  Vegas 
(UNLV)  would  represent  the  record- 
ing industry.  Kneeland  was  a  former 
music  promoter  of  such  artists  as  Jose 
Feliciano  and  Chuck  Mangione.  He 
knew  how  the  music  industry  worked 
and  whose  interests  he  needed  to  sat- 
isfy. Sullivan  was  an  avid  music  fan 
and  the  team's  resident  Internet 
expert.  He  had  had  the  foresight  to 
bring  a  copy  of  the  Napster  decision 
to  San  Diego. 

The  team  started  bantering  ideas 
over  dinner  and  stayed  until  the  wait 
staff  was  vacuuming.  "Back  in  our 
rooms,  I  looked  at  it,  Tom  looked  at  it, 
and  we  met  in  the  morning  to  put  it 
all  together,"  says  Kneeland. 

Showtime.  Sunday,  February  19,  8:30  a.m. 

The  final  tour  began  their  negotia- 
tions: Georgetown  vs.  Hamline;  the 
UNLV  vs.  Western  New  England  College. 

Representing  the  interests  of  "Jester," 
modeled  after  Napster,  the  team  quickly 
moved  into  "The  Zone,"  playing  off 
each  other's  strengths.  "It  was  as  if  we 


were  handing  off  the  ball  to  each 
other,"  recalled  Kneeland.  With  Sulli- 
van's acting  experience  adding  dramatic 
pauses  and  cueing  Kneeland  to  take  the 
next  line,  the  synergy  between  the  two 
made  their  presentation  almost  appear 
scripted,  but  mostly  it  seemed  real. 

The  timeliness  of  the  topic  added  to 
the  illusion  of  reality.  A  week  and  a  half 
before  the  Nationals,  the  United  States 
Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  handed 
down  its  decision  on  Napster  to  shut 
down  music  swapping  on  the  site.  Says 
Sullivan,  "We  had  the  inferior  position 
after  the  decision  had  come  down. 
Essentially,  we  had  already  lost." 

Creativity  proved  the  key  to  success 
for  the  Western  New  England  College 
team.  Says  Dean  Sykes,  "In  negotiation, 
your  goal  is  to  come  up  with  a  creative 
solution  where  hopefully  both  sides 


During  the  Western  New  England 
College  review,  a  strange  thing  began  to 
happen;  the  judges  started  asking  sub- 
stantive questions  of  the  team. 

Recalls  Kneeland,  "They  were  asking 
us  questions  as  if  it  were  a  real  case. 
Tom  and  I  looked  at  each  other  like — 
we  didn't  get  that  far,  don't  they  realize 
this  is  fictitious?" 

1:00  p.m.  We  Are  The  Champions. 

Finished  with  their  final  round,  the 
team  awaits  a  decision,  but  time  is 
not  on  their  side.  Anxious  to  return 
to  her  young  son  on  the  East  Coast, 
Granat-Dupell  and  Kneeland  are 
scheduled  to  take  a  two  o'clock  flight. 
Waiting  until  the  last  possible 
moment  with  a  taxi  at  the  ready,  the 
two  are  finally  forced  to  leave.

win — that  is  where  our  team  excelled. 
They  were  not  confrontational,  they 
were  able  to  go  outside  the  lines  and 
speak  to  what  their  client  wanted  in  a 
creative  manner  until  the  other  side 
had  to  say,  'Yes!'" 

Less  than  20  minutes  into  the  50- 
minute  session  Sullivan  recalls,  "There 
was  actually  a  point  in  the  negotiation 
where  one  of  the  members  of  the  other 
team  said  to  the  effect  of,  'Your  market- 
ing plan  is  so  attractive,  I  don't  see  how 
we  can  turn  it  down.'  At  that  point  I  felt 
we  had  the  round." 

Following  each  negotiation,  the 
teams  faced  intense  critiquing  by  the 
panel  of  five  competition  judges. 


Sullivan  and  Dean  Sykes  waited  for 
the  decision  alone.  Recalls  Sullivan, 
"The  organizer  announced,  "In  fourth 
place  is  UNLV... No,  that's  not  correct,' 
and  Nancy  and  I  looked  at  each  other 
like  'No,  not  again.  Not  another  mistake 
in  judging,'  So  we  clenched  our  teeth 
and  crossed  our  fmgers  and  they  said, 
'No,  it's  Hamline  University.'  Then  we 
had  a  tie  for  second  place — UNLV  and 
Georgetown.  And  Nancy  looked  at  me 
and  said,  'Tom!  Do  you  know  what  that 
means?  We  won!' — I'll  never  forget  it." 

In  stunned  disbelief,  Sullivan  went 
up  to  the  podium  as  the  speaker 
announced,  "The  winner  of  the  ABA 
National  Negotiation  Finals  is  Western

Christ  Superstar,  Tom  Sullivan  was  ready  to  take  on  his  biggest  role 
yet  of  a  negotiator  for  the  mock  Napster  law  team. 

Richard  felt  Tom's  acting  experience  helped  both  team  members 
exhibit  grace  under  pressure  while  adding  a  sense  of  realism  and 
drama  to  the  mock  negotiations. 

"My  acting  enabled  me  to  think  quickly  without  letting  the  judges 
know  that  the  opposition  had  just  thrown  a  curve  ball  that 
I  wasn't  anticipating." 

Now  in  his  third  year,  Sullivan  is  exploring  his  career  options, 
but  concedes,  "alternative  dispute  resolution  looks  awfully  good, 
doesn't  it?"

A  Conversation  with  Dean  Arthur  R.  Gaudio 


On  Inly  1,  2001,  Arthur  R.  Gaudio  became  our 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Law  at  Westerri  New  Eng- 
land College.  In  this  issue  0/ Perspectives,  we 
asked  Dean  Gaudio  about  his  vision  for  the  School 
of  Law,  its  faculty,  and  valued  alumni.  Here  is 
your  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  his  philosophy  on  legal  edu- 
cation and  goals  for  his  administration. 

Perspectives:  Recruitment  is  always  a  concern  of  a  law  school  our 
size.  Wliat  strategies  will  you  use  to  increase  enrollment? 

Gaudio:  At  this  moment,  admissions  is  certainly  the  most  significant 
issue  facing  Western  New  England.  Applicant  demographics  made  a 
marked  change  in  the  early  1990s,  resulting  in  a  twenty-five  to  thirty 
percent  decrease  in  the  number  of  applicants  to  law  schools.  While 
there  are  still  more  applicants  than  there  are  seats  in  law  schools,  the 
problem  for  us  is  matriculating  qualified  students  who  will  be  suc- 
cessful in  law  school  and  as  members  of  our  profession. 

Our  strategies  have  to  focus  on  locating  good  applicants  and  con- 
verting them  into  matriculants.  Aggressive  recruiting  will  be  our  cor- 
nerstone. The  Law  School's  plan  for  improving  quality  adopted  by 
the  faculty  last  year  calls  for  annual  increases  in  the  quality  of  matric- 
ulated students.  Associate  Dean  Bill  Metzger  has  already  brought  the 
admissions  program  a  long  way.  With  the  addition  of  a  new  director 
of  admissions  we  will  take  a  further  step.  We  plan  to  make  many 
more  visits  to  undergraduate  schools  than  wc  ever  have  in  the  past. 
We'll  visit  schools  in  and  around  New  England  and  around  the  coun- 
try. We'll  set  up  working  relationships  with  pre-law  advisors.  We'll 
talk  with  applicants  at  every  available  opportunity.  We'll  show  them 
the  close  personal  relationship  a  student  can  have  with  faculty  and 
staff  at  Western  New  England.  Western  New  England  College  School 
of  Law  will  become  a  frequent  and  easy  name  for  them. 

Today,  however,  aggressive  recruiting  has  also  taken  on  a  new  and 
more  difficult  visage.  We  must  compete  financially  for  each  really 


good  student  who  expresses  an  interest  in  us.  Scholarship  opportuni- 
ties for  good  applicants  abound  at  most  law  schools.  If  we  want  to 
attract  these  applicants  to  Western  New  England  College  School  of 
Law,  we  will  have  to  compete  on  this  front  also.  The  College  has 
already  assisted  us  in  this  endeavor  and  it  is  beginning  to  have  benefi- 
cial effects.  The  quality  of  students  last  year  jumped  remarkably.  Our 
full-time,  first-year  student  LSAT  jumped  from  a  median  of  146  to 
median  of  152. 

Perspectives:  So  many  of  our  alumni  were  inspired  by  someone  in 
the  field  of  law  to  pursue  a  career  in  law  or  attend  our  own  School  of 
Law.  What  role  do  you  hope  our  alumni  will  play  in  future  recruit- 
ment efforts? 

Gaudio:  Our  alumni  can  play  a  significant  role  in  future  recruitment 
efforts.  First  of  all,  I  ask  all  alumni  to  seek  out  possible  applicants  for 
Western  New  England  and  tell  them  about  the  Law  School.  Also  let 
us  know  their  names  so  we  can  contact  them. 

Secondly,  I'd  like  to  ask  alumni  in  various  areas  to  host  receptions 
for  admitted  applicants  in  the  Spring  of  each  year.  I  and  other  faculty 
and  staff  from  the  Law  School  will  attend.  In  a  similar  fashion,  or  per- 
haps as  an  alternative,  I'd  like  to  ask  alumni  to  take  an  admitted  appli- 
cant to  lunch  and  discuss  the  many  merits  of  attending  Western  New 
England.  We'd  like  to  show  admitted  applicants  the  close-knit  and 
successful  community  that  Western  New  England  alums  comprise. 

As  I  mentioned  previously,  financial  support  for  admissions  is  criti- 
cal for  our  recruitment  success.  Now  is  the  time  that  alumni  need  to 
come  forward  with  financial  support  for  scholarships  that  will  assist 
us  in  converting  the  admission  of  good  applicants  into  matriculants  at 
the  Law  School. 

I  plan  on  developing  these  themes  as  I  travel  about  and  meet 
Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law  alumni  during  this 
year.  I've  talked  with  some  alumni  already  and  I  know  that  they  are 
looking  for  ways  to  become  more  involved  in  the  future  success  of 
the  Law  School.

Q  &  A  With  Dean  Gaudio 


Perspectives:  Om  alumni  are  extremely  committed  to  the  School  of 
I  aw.  1  low  do  you  plan  to  increase  outreach  efforts  to  our  alumni 
[lopulation  and  enhance  their  connection  to  their  School? 

Gaudio:  When  students  graduate  from  Western  New  England,  they 
don't  end  their  relationship  with  the  Law  School;  they  just  change  the 
natiue  of  that  relationship.  As  practicing  lawyers,  they  are  the  end 
product  of  our  efforts  as  legal  educators.  But  there  is  always  a  gap  that 
has  to  be  bridged  between  law  school  and  practice.  I  hope  that  we  can 
establish  a  solid  and  continuing  mentoring  program  for  law  students, 
with  alumni  acting  as  their  guides  and  counselors.  There  are  also 
many  opportunities  for  alumni  to  speak  to  groups  of  law  students 
about  their  areas  of  practice  or  interest.  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  the  Law  Alumni  Association  to  develop  new  and  better  ideas  for 
the  assistance  of  our  students. 

On  the  financial  front,  the  Law  School  has  matured  to  the  point 
where  we  can  ask  our  alumni  for  assistance  to  continue  to  provide 
and  improve  the  legal  education  that  students  receive.  The  costs  of 
legal  education  continue  to  rise.  Law  libraries  are  not  just  book 
depositories;  they  are  legal  information  centers,  providing  different 
forms  of  informational  media — books,  legal  information  databases, 
technology,  and  more  technology.  The  costs  of  these  law  school  "labo- 
ratories" expand  exponentially. 

Drawing  and  retaining  the  highest  and  best  quality  faculty  is 
another  costly  matter.  In  the  past  we  have  not  sought  to  establish 
"chairs"  and  "professorships."  However,  I  believe  that  now  is  the  time 
to  make  some  significant  changes  and  to  seek  alumni  support  to 
retain  the  highest  quality  faculty. 

Perspectives:  Over  the  past  year,  the  College  has  made  a  concerted 
effort  to  establish  our  law  faculty  as  a  resource  of  legal  expertise  for 
the  media.  As  a  result,  on  a  daily  basis,  we  field  requests  from  newspa- 
pers, TV  news  programs,  and  radio  talk  shows  seeking  to  interview 
our  faculty  for  stories.  What  other  ways  do  you  plan  to  build  name 
recognition  on  a  regional  and  national  level? 

Gaudio:  Law  Schools  have  many  constituents,  and  many  of  them  do 
not  overlap.  As  a  result,  building  name  recognition  is  an  effort  with 
many  fronts.  For  example,  within  the  law  school  academic  commu- 
nity building  name  recognition  can  best  be  done  by  faculty  authoring 
significant  scholarly  pieces  for  law  reviews  and  other  academic  publi- 
cations. Faculty  can  also  gain  recognition  for  themselves  and  for  the 
Law  School  by  participating  on  panels  and  symposia,  and  by  being 
active  members  and  officers  in  legal  education  associations  like  the 
AALS  and  ABA. 

Building  name  recognition  with  prospective  law  school  applicants 
is  a  significantly  different  endeavor,  however.  The  media  opportunities 
you  mentioned  can  and  do  have  a  major  influence  here.  But  there  is 
also  a  need  to  build  relationships  with  pre-law  advisors  who  give  many 
prospective  applicants  their  first  taste  of  legal  education  options. 
Setting  up  programs  with  other  colleges  and  universities  can  also  give 
prospective  students  name  recognition  for  Western  New  England. 
Alumni  can  play  a  major  role  here,  as  I  mentioned  previously. 
Establishing  name  recognition  with  the  general  public  can  have  some 
overlap  with  the  efforts  to  draw  prospective  applicants.  However,  here 
undergraduate  institutions  are  not  a  major  player.  The  media  is 
perhaps  the  most  important  factor,  especially  when  we  expand 


beyond  the  immediate  western  New  England  area.  I  hope  that  we  can, 
as  we  have  started,  ask  our  faculty  and  administration  to  take  oppor- 
tunities to  speak  on  social,  business,  environmental,  and  other  issues, 
whether  local  or  national. 

It  is  through  a  combination  of  all  these  efforts  that  we  will  begin 
to  bring  more  and  better  name  recognition  for  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law.  And  our  steps  have  just  begun. 

Perspectives:  What  special  expectations  do  you  have  for  our  faculty 
in  the  coming  year? 

Gaudio:  I  expect  that  the  faculty  will  join  with  the  administration  of 
the  Law  School  to  achieve  many  goals  and  objectives,  some  of  which 
I've  mentioned  previously.  I  trust  that  our  faculty  will  continue  to 
provide  the  highly  effective  and  personal  law  school  teaching  they 
have  always  provided.  I'm  sure  that  they  will  join  in  the  effort  to 
produce  scholarly  works  that  will  draw  the  attention  of  the  bench, 
bar,  and  other  faculty  to  the  quality  of  the  Western  New  England 
faculty.  And  I  know  they  will  assist  in  the  many  other  efforts  involved 
in  governing  a  law  school. 

After  speaking  with  them  during  the  interview  process,  I  think  that 
they  all  understand  that  Western  New  England  is  at  a  major  cross- 
roads in  its  history.  The  decisions  we  make  today  and  the  efforts  we 
put  forth  now  will  determine,  in  large  measure,  our  future  successes. 

Perspectives:  What  do  you  think  is  unique  about  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  School  of  Law?  What  attracted  you  to  the  Dean  position? 

Gaudio:  One  of  the  things  that  is  different  about  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law,  when  compared  to  many  law  schools, 
is  the  truly  personal  nature  of  the  legal  education  that  transpires  here. 
The  faculty  and  the  administration  make  a  sincere  and  successful 
effort  to  deal  with  each  student  and  her  or  his  needs.  This  helps  to 
establish  the  rapport  for  a  lifelong  relationship  between  the 
student/alum  and  the  Law  School.  This  is  not  common  in  legal 
education,  but  it  is  part  of  our  heritage. 

Another  factor  that  I  personally  found  very  attractive  when  I  came 
to  interview  was  the  ease  with  which  I  was  able  to  set  up  good 
relationships  with  faculty  members.  Each  faculty  member  I  met  felt 
like  a  friend  and  colleague,  and  that  was  before  I  was  even  appointed 
to  be  dean.  Unlike  many  schools,  the  faculty  here  seem  to  understand 
and  accept  a  dean  as  a  colleague,  rather  than  merely  suffer  him  or  her 
because  the  position  is  necessary. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  the  faculty,  the  students  and 
alumni  of  the  Law  School,  and  the  administration  of  the  College  for 
the  warmth  of  my  reception  here  and  the  support  they  have  already 
given  me.  ♦

CELEBRATING 

50  Years 

AS  Western  New  England  College 


On  July  17,  1951,  West- 
ern New  England  Col- 
lege was  chartered. 
During  the  year  2001, 
the  College  and  its 
School  of  Law  are  cel- 
ebrating their  50th  anniversary  as  a 
separately  established  institution  of 
higher  learning. 

The  College's  and  law  school's  roots 
are  traced  back  to  1919.  It  was  then 
that  the  Springfield  Division  of  North- 
eastern University  was  established  (in 
the  YMCA  building  on  Chestnut 
Street),  which  included  a  part-time  law 
division.  Twenty-three  students 
enrolled  in  those  first  law  classes.  In 
the  early  1940s,  Northeastern  decided 
to  seek  ABA  accreditation  for  its  two 
law  programs,  one  in  Boston  and  one 
in  Springfield.  The  ABA  said  it  did  not 
believe  it  could  accredit  both  divisions. 
Consequently,  Northeastern  discontin- 
ued its  Springfield  division  in  1942. 
Between  1923  (the  year  of  the  first 
graduating  class  in  law)  and  1942, 
288  law  degrees  were  awarded  from 
this  division,  an  average  of  about 
14  per  year. 

In  1950  Northeastern  announced 
that  its  trustees  had  decided  to  termi- 
nate the  Springfield  Division  of  its  pro- 


gram entirely.  This  decision  created 
great  concern  in  the  local  community 
for  the  700  "orphaned"  students 
enrolled  in  various  (non-law)  pro- 
grams. A  group  associated  with  the 
Springfield  Division  decided  to  seek  a 
charter  for  a  separate  independent 
college.  As  previously  noted,  a  charter 
was  granted  on  July  17,  1951,  and 
Western  New  England  College  started 
its  operations  with  an  evening  program 
only,  still  in  the  YMCA  building  down- 
town. The  part-time  law  program  was 
reinstated  at  that  time.  The  full-time 
law  program  was  established  in  1973. 

As  Western  New  England  College 
was  being  created  in  1951,  other  excit- 
ing and  interesting  events  were  taking 
place  elsewhere  around  the  country 
and  world.  Some  good  books,  destined 
to  become  classics,  were  published. 
These  included  J.D.  Salinger's  Catcher 
in  the  Rye,  James  Jones'  From  Here  to 
Eternity,  Herman  Wouk's  The  Caine 
Mutiny,  and  Rachel  Carson's  The  Sea 
Around  Us.  On  the  radio  the  audience 
was  listening  to  "Hello  Young  Lovers," 
"Getting  to  Know  You,"  "Cold,  Cold 
Heart,"  "In  the  Cool,  Cool,  Cool  of  the 
Evening,"  and  "Kisses  Sweeter  Than  Wine." 

Television  was  just  coming  into  its 
own,  and  1951  was  a  time  when  some 


of  our  nation's  most  enduring  shows 
premiered.  Many  of  us  still  enjoy 
reruns  of  "I  Love  Lucy,"  "The  Red  Skel- 
ton  Show,"  "Dragnet,"  and  "Amahl  and 
the  Night  Visitors."  Meanwhile,  movie 
goers  were  watching  "A  Streetcar 
Named  Desire,"  "African  Queen,"  and 
"An  American  in  Paris."  Readers  were 
treated  to  the  start  of  one  of  the  early 
alternative  newspapers,  the  Village 
Voice.  The  entire  world  learned, 
through  all  the  various  media,  that 
President  Truman  had  relieved 
General  MacArthur  of  all  military 
commands.  Sports  fans  to  this  day 
are  treated  to  replays  of  Bobby 
Thompson's  three-run  homer  in  the 
bottom  of  the  ninth  against  the  Brook- 
lyn Dodgers  that  gave  the  New  York 
Giants  the  playoffs  and  the  National 
League  Pennant. 

Some  interesting  personalities  were 
born  in  1951,  including  singers  Sting 
and  Phil  Collins,  radio  talk  show  host 
Rush  Limbaugh,  astronaut  Sally  Ride, 
television  host  Elvira,  and  actor 
Michael  Keeton.  Yes,  1951  was  a  mem- 
orable year  indeed. 

Of  course,  as  in  every  year,  the  law 
played  a  prominent  place  in  our  lives. 
Here  are  some  of  the  more  significant 
law- related  events  of  1951.

Showcases  Prominent 
Legal  Voices 

The  Clason  Speaker  Series  has  had  an  exciting  year.  Now  in  its 
thirteenth  year,  the  series  presents  expert  speakers  to  the 
School  of  Law.  The  series  is  named  after  Charles  R.  Clason,  a 
prominent  local  attorney  and  member  of  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  who  held  the  position  of  dean  of  the  School  of 
Law  from  1954  to  1970.  Today,  the  purpose  of  the  Charles  and 
Emma  Clason  Endowment  Fund  is  to  host  speakers  who  will 
enhance  the  academic  environment  of  the  School  of  Law  at 
the  College.  This  year  we  have  asked  all  of  the  speakers  to  give 
two  presentations:  the  first  to  faculty  and  the  second  to  stu- 
dents, alumni,  and  the  general  public.  You  may  have  gotten 
some  of  the  wonderful  brochures  in  the  mail.  It  has  also  been 
a  good  way  to  market  the  School. 

This  past  academic  year,  the  School  of  Law  has  had  six  very 
diverse  and  prominent  Clason  speakers.  They  have  included 
the  following  persons:  On  September  26,  2000,  Professor  Mary 
Anne  Case  of  the  University  of  Chicago  presented  a  paper 
entitled  "Molecular  Constitutionalism  and  Community  Stan- 
dards." On  October  17,  2000,  Professor  Pedro  A.  Malavet  of 
the  Frederic  G.  Levin  College  of  Law,  University  of  Florida 
presented  a  paper  entitled  "Puerto  Rico:  Cultural  Nation, 
American  Colony."  On  November  14,  2000,  Professor  Blake  D. 
Morant  of  Washington  and  Lee  University  School  of  Law 
presented  a  paper  entitled  "The  Paradox  of  the  Televised  Fair 
Trial:  Group  Theory  and  The  Intuitive  Effects  of  Television." 
On  March  1,  2001,  Professor  Sheryll  D.  Cashin  of  the  George- 
town University  Law  Center  presented  a  paper  entitled 
"Middle  Class  Black  Suburbs  and  the  State  of  Integration:  A 
Post  Integrationalist  Vision  for  Metropolitan  America."  On 
April  3,  2001,  Professor  Lani  Guinier  of  Harvard  University 
Law  School  presented  her  paper  entitled  "The  Miner's  Canary: 
Rethinking  Race  and  Power."  On  April  10,  2001,  Professor  E. 
Allan  Farnsworth  of  Columbia  University  School  of  Law  pre- 
sented his  paper  "Oops!  Reflections  on  Mistake  and  the  Law." 

In  addition,  the  School  of  Law  has  issued  a  Clason  Speaker 
Series  brochure  that  highlights  the  six  speakers  mentioned 
above  and  catalogues  all  the  many  prominent  speakers  that 
we  have  had  over  the  thirteen-year  history  of  the  Clason 
Speaker  Series.

The  House 

WHY  IS  DR.  HENRY  ELI  JACOBS 
LOOKING  TO  ADD 
A  J.D.  TO  HIS  M.D.? 


t's  not  every  day 
that  a  doctor 
decides  to  add 
"law  school" 
to  his  already 
intense  weekly  schedule 
of    patient  visits, 
hospital  rounds,  and 
surgery.  Dr.  Henry  Eli 
Jacobs   had   such  a 
day  around  the  time  of 
his  51st  birthday  last 
year.  Now  a  third-year 
evening   student.  Dr. 
Jacobs  says  that  a  mid-life 
crisis  and  his  desire  to  learn 
a  new  professional  discipline 
motivated  his  decision  to  drive  the 
2-1/2  hour  roundtrip  three  times  a  week  to  pursue  his 
law  degree. 

It  was  not  too  great  a  leap  from  doctor  to  lawyer,  given 
that  Henry  was  accepted  to  law  school  and  medical  school 
years  ago,  and  chose  to  pursue  medicine  at  the  University  of 
Connecticut.  As  he  says,  he  "wanted  to  change  the  world."  As 
an  obstetrician  at  Hartford  Hospital  and  in  private  practice, 


he  is  very  active  in  the  area  of  medical  ethics. 
Additionally,  he  champions  the  issues  of  fel- 
low physicians  as  the  new  president-elect  of 
the  Hartford  County  Medical  Society. 
Doctors,  he  says,  are  disenfranchised  by 
the  changes  in  the  health  care  system 
and  the  attitudinal  change  in  patients. 

His  legal  interests  include  both 
medical  ethics  and  product  liability  for 
pharmaceutical  companies.  How  has 
the  study  of  law  affected  his  medical 
practice?  He  says  it  has  made  him 
more  risk-averse,  and  particularly 
careful  with  his  documentation.  He 
also  is  a  bit  more  analytical,  and 
thinks  more  about  a  new  idea  before 
discounting  it. 

When  asked  if  anything  about  law 
school  surprised  him.  Dr.  Jacobs 
replied,  "Yes,  that  so  much 
intense  social  thinking  has 
gone  into  the  law — bright

I  thought  the  law  was  black  and  white — it's  not!"  He  said 
he  most  enjoyed  Civil  Procedure,  especially  the  Erie  Deci- 
sion issues.  "It's  great  to  get  insight  into  the  minds  of  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution — working  to  see  that  state 
sovereignty  would  endure." 

One  other  surprise,  even  when  compared  to  his  med- 
ical education,  he  says,  is  how  very  bright  his  fellow  law 
students  are.  He  finds  the  rigors  of  legal  study  more 
demanding,  in  fact,  than  medical  school.  "There  is  much 
more  reading  and  analysis  and  you  are  never  right 
because  there  is  always  more  than  one  answer!"  At  least 
with  medicine,  he  says,  issues  can  be  whittled  down  to  an 
objective  approach — there  was  always  a  right  answer  dur- 
ing his  clinical  presentations  in  med  school. 

How  does  he  "get  it  all  in"  each  week  of  a  busy  doctor's 
life?  "You  just  do  it!"  says  Jacobs.  He  did,  however,  have  to 
give  up  his  beloved  Australian  Shepherd  dogs  (which  he 
used  to  raise),  because  he  just  didn't  have  time  to  care  for 
them  once  law  school  started. 

As  if  that  wasn't  enough,  he  does  in-hospital  surgery 
all  day  on  Fridays  and,  let's  not  forget,  that  babies  are 
born  all  hours  of  the  day  and  he  may  be  called  out  to 
deliver  one  at  3  a.m.!  He  studies  about  10  hours  on  week- 
ends (20-22  if  a  paper  is  due)  and  goes  to  the  office  on 
Sunday.  His  hobbies,  in  which  he  may  rarely  indulge.

What  advice  would  he  give  to  anyone  considering  law 
school?

The  northeaster  hitting  Springfield  on  Feb- 
ruary 6  was,  in  hindsight,  a  blessing  for  the 
College.  As  the  next  lecturer  in  the  School 
of  Law's  Clason  Speaker  Series,  Lani 
Guinier  was  forced  to  reschedule  to  April  3. 
It  was  more  than  the  good  weather  that 
brought  large  audiences  to  Guinier's  two  lectures  that 
day  (the  evening  event  was  sponsored  by  the  Arthur 
and  Rebecca  Marshall  Human  Relations  and  Human 
Issues  Lecture  Series).  Guinier's  reputation  as  one  of  the 
most  prominent  voices  in  the  Civil  Rights  community 
preceded  her  appearance.  A  thought-provoking  speaker. 
Professor  Guinier  (the  first  Black  woman  tenured  pro- 
fessor at  Harvard  Law  School)  held  the  crowds  in  the 
proverbial  palm  of  her  hand. 

A  Metaphor  That  Works 

Guinier  cited  numerous  examples  from  her  upcom- 
ing book  coauthored  by  Gerald  Torres,  The  Miner's 
Canary,  (Harvard  University  Press,  2001)  of  the  neces- 
sity to  look  at  and  correct  the  big  picture  by  first  exam- 
ining the  atypical  findings  of  smaller  components 
within.  She  explained  the  metaphor  of  canaries  in 
mineshafts  used  as  warning  signals  of  a  toxic  atmos- 
phere. She  posed  a  hypothetical  yet  serious  question — 
do  we  don  a  gas  mask  on  the  bird  to  tolerate  the 
environment,  or  do  we  look  at  the  problems  in  the 
environment  and  try  to  fix  them? 

Guinier  suggested  the  study  of  race  as  a  means  to 
further  understand  all  of  society.  Her  canary  was  often

likened  to  African-Americans  in  today's  United  States. 
She  continued  the  metaphor  to  include  groups  that  are 
seen  as  "losers,  left  out,  or  unlucky,"  depending  on  any 
given  situation.  In  this  category  were  women,  the  dis- 
abled, Latinos,  and  rural  white  populations. 

Look  at  the  Small  Picture 

Guinier  asked  her  audiences  to  consider,  "Are  we  a 
community  advocating  survival  of  the  largest  percent- 
age? Or  is  ours  a  society  that  can  benefit  from  examin- 
ing the  smaller  numbers  to  pass  on  what  is  learned  to 
the  whole?  Are  Asian-American  students  smarter  in  cal- 
culus than  African-Americans,  or  is  the  former  group's 
conversational  study  method  the  reason  for  their 
advancement?  Are  women  under  5' 10"  not  allowed  as 
police  department  candidates  because  imposing  body 
strength  instead  of  logic  and  other  forms  of  interceding 
is  paramount?  What  is  indicated  when  Affirmative 
Action  students  have  a  high  level  of  academic  success  in 
college?" 

Guinier  advocates  for  learning  what  works  and  repli- 
cating that  by  the  larger  group.  She  challenged  tradi- 
tional thinking  by  suggesting,  "Let's  study  math 
differently.  Let's  use  various  methods  of  policing.  Let's 
interview  entering  college  students  individually,  and 
not  as  SAT  scores." 

Much  of  her  speech  included  statistics  on  testing, 
and  how  "standardized  tests  are  not  a  predictor  of 
achievement  in  school."  Guinier  could  have  gone  on  for 
hours  on  how  testing  is  an  inaccurate  predictor  of 
success,  and  yet  "is  still  perceived  as  a  proper  measure." 
A  somewhat  humorous  and  well-received  example 
regarded  law  school  admissions  and  reasons  why  men 
and  women  succeed  or  fail.  Many  heads  nodded  in 
agreement  with  her  comments.  ♦

Addresses  Federal 
Regulation  Issues 


On  Friday,  April  20,  2001,  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  convened  a  Communi- 
cations Law  Conference  entitled,  "The  Ebb  and 
Flow  of  Federal  Regulation  in  Broadcast  T.V. 
and  Local  Telephone  Service." 

The  Honorable  Harold  W.  Furchtgott-Roth  was  the  keynote 
speaker.  He  is  currently  a  member  of  Federal  Communica- 
tions Commission,  who  was  nominated  to  the  FCC  by 
President  Clinton  and  confirmed  by  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1997. 
He  is  also  the  coauthor  of  three  books  on  cable  T.V.  regula- 
tion, international  trade  in  computer  software,  and  the 
Exxon  Valdez  Oil  spill. 

Two  substantive  panels  provided  a  variety  of  perspectives. 
The  first  panel  focused  on  the  Fourteenth  Anniversary  of 
the  Demise  of  the  Fairness  Doctrine  and  specifically  consid- 
ered how  recent  court  decisions  have  vacated  the  related 
FCC's  personal  attack  and  political  editorial  rules.  These 
rules  required  broadcasters  to  provide  equal  time  to  mem- 
bers of  the  public  who  were  personally  attacked  during  a 
broadcast  and  required  the  broadcaster  to  provide  equal 
time  to  opposition  candidates  when  it  endorsed  a  candidate 
for  public  office.  On  hand  to  discuss  this  topic  were:  Profes- 
sors Leonard  M.  Baynes  and  Bruce  Miller  of  the  School  of 
Law;  Professor  Madeleine  Plasencia  of  the  University  of 
Tulsa  (and  former  School  of  Law  Legal  Writing  Instructor); 
Karen  Edwards  Onyeije,  former  Mass  Media  legal  advisor  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission;  Andrew 
Schwartzman,  chairman  of  the  Media  Access  Project;  and 
Barry  Kriger,  anchor  of  WWLP-TV22  News. 

The  second  panel  focused  on  the  different  perspectives  on 
Federal  and  State  Regulation  in  Local  Telephone  Service. 
Recently,  the  '96  Telecommunications  Act  shifted  a  great  deal 
of  regulatory  responsibility  for  local  telephone  service  from 
the  states  to  the  FCC.  The  Supreme  Court  found  that  the 
FCC  rules  implementing  this  statute  were  for  the  most  part 
within  the  purview  of  the  FCC.  The  panelists  who  discussed 
this  topic  were:  Representative  Gale  Candaras  '82  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  13*^^  Hampden  Dis- 
trict; Public  Utility  Commissioners  Jack  Goldberg  of  Con- 
necticut, Phoebe  Forsythe  Isales  of  Puerto  Rico,  John  Sayles 
of  Vermont,  and  Paul  Vasington  of  Massachusetts;  and  for- 
mer FCC  Deputy  General  Counsel  John  Nuechterlein.  ♦

planned  the  Northeast 
People  of  Color  Legal 
Scholarship  Conference 
held  at  CUNY  Law  School 
111  New  York  City  from 
March  29  to  April  1,  2001. 
I  le  presented  his  work-in- 
progress  entitled  "VVHITEOUT:  The 
Absence  and  Stereotyping  of  People  of 
Color  by  the  Broadcast  Media." 

Professor  Baynes  completed  a  three-year 
scholar-in-residency  at  the  FCC  in  which  he 
was  part  of  a  team  that  worked  on  the 
release  of  five  market  entry  barrier  studies 
that  examined  disparities  in  ownership 
between  minority  and  women  owned  com- 
munications companies  and  others.  Profes- 
sor Baynes  received  a  certificate  signed  by 
FCC  Chairman  William  E.  Kennard  citing 
his  "outstanding  service"  to  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  during  his 
time  as  a  scholar-in-residence  there. 

Professor  Baynes  organized  the  Second 
Annual  Communications  Law  Conference 
which  took  place  at  the  Law  School  on  April 
20,  2001.  There  were  two  panels.  One 
involved  the  tension  between  the  states  and 
the  federal  government  over  regulation  of 
local  telephone  service.  The  other  examined 
the  demise  of  the  last  vestiges  of  the  Fairness 
Doctrine — the  personal  attack  rules  and  the 
political  editorial  rules. 

Professors  Jocelyn  Cuffee, 
Harris  Freeman,  and  Myra 
Orlen  attended  an  AALS 
sponsored  conference  at 
Northeastern  University 
School  of  Law  on  March  2, 
2001.  The  conference  was 
entitled  "Pursuing  Equal 
lustice."  Professor  Arthur  Wolf  was  a  panelist. 

Professor  Beth  Cohen  and 
Legal  Writing  Instructor 
Harris  Freeman  were  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  in  the 
winter  session  of  the  Union 
Leadership  and  Administra- 
tion Masters  Program 
(ULA)  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst.  The  ULA  program 
is  a  cooperative  venture  of  the  AFL-CIO's 
George  Meany  Center  for  Labor  Studies  and 
the  Labor  Relations  and  Research  Center  at 


UMass.  Professor  Cohen  and  Harris  Free- 
man taught  courses  in  employment  law  for 
trade  unionists. 

Professor  Cohen  is  currently  serving  as 
an  assistant  editor  for  Proceedings  Issue  of 
Legal  Writing,  the  Journal  of  the  Legal  Writ- 
ing Institute  and  is  currently  reviewing  a 
manuscript  of  a  new  legal  research  book  for 
Aspen  Publishers. 

The  faculty  of  the  School  of 
Law  recently  voted  to  pro- 
mote Professor  Robin  K. 
Craig  from  assistant  to 
associate  professor  of  law. 
The  promotion  will  become 
effective  at  the  beginning  of 
the  2001-2002  school  year. 

In  January  2001  Professor  Craig  partici- 
pated in  the  annual  educational  field  trip 
sponsored  by  two  sections  of  the  Association 
of  American  Law  Schools,  the  Natural 
Resources  Law  section  and  the  Environmental 
Law  section.  This  year's  trip  explored  wet- 
lands restoration  projects  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area,  and  Professor  Craig  immediately 
made  use  of  the  information  in  her  Spring 
2001  Ocean  and  Coastal  Law  class. 

Professor  Craig  has  had  three  articles

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Amendments  to 
Federal  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure 

Subject  of  CLE  Seminar 

by  Professor  Bruce  Miller 


On  April  5,  2001,  the  Law  School  hosted  a 
Continuing  Legal  Education  Seminar  on  the 
2000  Amendments  to  the  Federal  Rules  of 
Civil  Procedure.  The  Seminar,  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  Law  School's  Institute  for  Legislative  and 
Governmental  Affairs  and  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association,  focused  on  rule  changes  which  narrowed 
both  the  scope  of  permissible  discovery  and  the  require- 
ment of  automatic  disclosure  of  discoverable  informa- 
tion to  opposing  parties.  These  changes  took  effect  on 
December  1,  2000. 

Susan  Fentin  '96  convened  and  chaired  the  Seminar. 
Other  presenters  included  U.S.  Magistrate  Judge  Kenneth 
Neiman;  Attorneys  Francis  Dibble  of  Bulkley,  Richard- 
son and  Gelinas  in  Springfield;  and  Alan  Katz  of  Katz, 
Sasson,  Hoose,  and  Turnbull,  also  in  Springfield;  and 
Professor  Bruce  Miller. 

The  presenters  emphasized  two  important  effects  of 
the  automatic  disclosure  amendments.  First, 
the  amended  Rule  26(a)  now  requires  that 
parties  automatically  disclose  to  one  another 
only  the  identity  of  those  individuals  and 
copies  of  those  documents  which  they  "ma\ 
use  to  support"  their  claims  and  defenses. 
The  predecessor  provision  (since  1993)  had 
mandated  automatic  disclosure  of  all  identi- 
ties of  individuals  and  copies  of  documents 
having  or  containing  information  "relevant 
to  disputed  facts  alleged  with  particularity  in 
the  pleadings,"  including  information  harmful  to  the 
disclosing  party's  interests.  Second,  Rule  26(a)  now 
establishes  a  nationally  uniform  disclosure  requirement. 
Under  the  1993  disclosure  rule,  federal  district  courts 
could  adopt  local  rules  opting  out  of  or  altering  the 
disclosure  requirements. 


With  respect  to  the  scope  of  permissible  civil  discov- 
ery, the  presenters  discussed  the  possible  practical  impact 
of  the  amendment  to  Rule  26(b)(  1).  This  amendment 
narrows  discovery  available  to  a  party  as  a  matter  of 
right  from  any  matter  relevant  to  the  "subject  matter 
involved  in  the  pending  action"  (in  effect  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  Federal  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure  in  1938)  to 
any  matter  relevant  to  the  "claim  or  defense  of  any 
party."  Presenters  and  participants  alike  wondered 
whether  the  amendment's  substitution  of  one  vague 
(albeit  narrower)  standard  for  another  would  lead 
to  inappropriate  resistance  to  legitimate  discovery, 
and  resulting  satellite  litigation  and  overpleading. 
Attorney  Dibble,  perhaps  reflecting  a  shared  skepticism 
about  the  prospects  for  influencing  litigators'  behavior 
through  changes  in  the  discovery  rules,  suggested  that 
the  new  discovery  standard  would  produce  "the  same 
arguments  by  the  same  lawyers  over  the  same  issues," 
with  the  lawyer  resisting  discovery 
having  "a  little  better  chance  to  win." 
Approximately  50  lawyers,  judges, 
law  faculty,  and  students  attended  the 
Seminar,  the  third  and  last  event  in 
the  Institute's  2000-2001  series.  ♦

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"The  decision  in  Bush  v.  Gore  is  so  unsettling  that  we 
should  'shun'  the  judges  who  supported  it,  in  the  true  New 
England  tradition,"  so  intoned  Professor  Bruce  Miller  at  the 
recent  Institute-sponsored  seminar  on  the  United  Sates 
Supreme  Court's  presidential  election  cases.  He  was  so 
outraged  by  the  decision  that  he  thought  law)'ers  and  judges 
should  take  whatever  steps  they  can  to  send  a  clear  message 
to  the  justices  that  "political"  decisions  of  this  sort  are 
totally  unacceptable. 

One  of  several  events  that  the  Institute  hosted  this  inau- 
gural year,  this  seminar  addressed  the  question:  "Presidential 
Election  2000:  Where  Are  We  Now?"  Professors  James  Gard- 
ner, Taylor  Flynn,  and  Arthur  Wolf  joined  Professor  Miller 
on  the  panel  that  explored  the  range  of  views  regarding  the 
decisions  in  the  Supreme  Court's  cases  involving  the  last 
presidential  election. 

Professor  Gardner  explored  the  federalism  aspects  of  the 
decisions:  Bush  v.  Palm  Beach  County  Canvassifig  Board 
(Bush  I)  and  Bush  v.  Gore  (Bush  II).  Noting  that  this 
Supreme  Court  has  been  especially  solicitous  of  state  and 
local  governments,  he  observed  that  the  Supreme  Court  was 
not  very  deferential  to  state  authority  in  these  cases.  For  the 


most  part,  he  noted,  state  and  local  officials  conduct  elec- 
tions from  registration  for  voting  through  the  final  certified 
results.  Federal  responsibility  is  on  the  periphery.  Here, 
however,  the  Court  imposed  uniform  federal  standards  with 
respect  to  counting  ballots,  a  standard  that  may  be  impossi- 
ble to  meet. 

Professor  Flynn  examined  the  constitutional  aspects 
of  the  decisions,  namely,  placing  the  holding  on  the  Equal 
Protection  Clause  of  the  14th  Amendment.  In  Bush  v.  Gore, 
she  noted,  seven  justices  supported  the  conclusion  that  a 
state  cannot  order  a  statewide  recount  without  first  having 
uniform  statewide  standards  by  which  the  recount  is  under- 
taken. This  follows  from  the  idea  of  "one  person,  one  vote," 
which  first  entered  the  Supreme  Court's  lexicon  in  the  reap- 
portionment cases.  Relying  on  the  Equal  Protection  Clause  is 
a  very  "activist"  approach  for  this  Court,  Professor  Flynn 
observed.  "Whether  this  decision  is  sui  generis  or  whether  it 
will  serve  as  an  important  precedent  in  voting  cases  remains 
to  be  seen,"  she  concluded. 

Professor  Wolf  spoke  to  the  reform  measures  that  were 
under  consideration  in  the  state  and  national  legislatures.  He 
noted  that  legislators  have  proposed  reforms  in  three  areas  of

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the  electoral  process:  (1)  pre-election  day  matters  (i.e.,  regis- 
tration and  ballot  review);  (2)  election  day  activities  (i.e., 
voting  machinery  and  disqualifying  voters);  and  (3)  post 
election  day  conduct  (i.e.,  counting  and  recounting  ballots). 
As  of  April  12,  the  day  of  the  seminar,  at  least  Florida,  Geor- 
gia, and  Illinois  have  made  significant  changes  in  their  Elec- 
tion Day  procedures.  All  have  adopted  or  will  soon  adopt 
optical  scanning  ec]uipment  to  reduce  the  amount  of  voter 
and  mechanical  error  in  casting  and  tabulating  votes. 

Congress  is  also  considering  providing  financial  assistance 
to  state  and  local  governments  to  upgrade  their  voting 
equipment.  States  are  discussing  better  ways  to  register  voters 
and  make  sure  those  registered  are  allowed  to  vote  on  Elec- 
tion Day.  "Don't  expect  any  changes  in  the  Electoral  College, 
however,"  Professor  Wolf  noted.  "Of  the  approximately  200 
proposals  made  since  1789,  only  the  12th  Amendment,  rati- 
fied in  1804,  has  passed,"  he  concluded. 

The  seminar  on  the  presidential  election  was  one  of  the 
many  events  the  Institute  sponsored  for  the  2000-2001  acad- 
emic year.  Among  the  various  undertakings  in  its  first  year  of 
existence,  the  Legislative  Institute,  during  the  fall  semester, 
sponsored:  ( 1 )  the  fifth  annual  Supreme  Court  Review  Con- 
ference (with  Professors  Harpaz,  Herbert,  Leavens,  Miller, 
Stonefield,  and  Wolf);  (2)  a  seminar  on  the  International 
War  Crimes  Tribunals  sitting  in  The  Hague,  The  Nether- 
lands, and  Arusha,  Tanzania,  created  to  address  the  violations 
of  international  criminal  law  occurring  during  the  Balkan 
and  Rwandan  armed  conflicts  (featuring  Professor  Michael 
Scharf  and  Attorney  Gordon  Wentworth);  and  (3)  the  first 
seminar  on  Presidential  Election  2000  (with  Professors 
Harpaz,  Miller,  and  Wolf). 

During  the  spring  semester,  the  Legislative  Institute  spon- 
sored a  second  session  on  the  Presidential  Election  2000,  dis- 
cussed earlier,  and  cosponsored,  with  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association  and  the  Law  School's  "Lawyers,  Practice,  and 
Professionalism"  series,  a  seminar  on  the  recent  amendments 
to  the  Federal  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure.  Our  distinguished 
panel  included  United  States  Magistrate  Judge  Kenneth 
Neiman,  Attorneys  Susan  Fentin  '96  (chair),  Sandy  Dibble, 
Alan  Katz,  and  Professor  Bruce  Miller. 

Furthermore,  on  May  14,  the  Institute  hosted  hearings  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Health  Care  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  (the  "General  Court")  (see  photo).  The  hearings 
focused  on  staffing  levels  at  nursing  homes,  hospitals,  and 
other  health  care  facilities.  They  are  part  of  a  continuing 
series  in  which  the  Institute  invites  committees  of  the  State 


Legislature  to  conduct  their  hearings  at  the  Law  School.  In 
this  manner,  citizens  and  other  interested  persons  in  West- 
ern Massachusetts  have  easier  access  to  their  elected  officials. 
Holding  hearings  here  also  facilitates  testimony  and  atten- 
dance by  local  residents,  who  may  find  the  trek  to  Boston 
inconvenient  and  difficult. 

Under  Legislative  Institute  supervision,  law  students  also 
participated  in  various  externships  and  independent  studies 
relating  to  legislative  and  governmental  affairs.  Moreover, 
Director  Wolf  presented  lectures  to  students  on  legislative 
process,  and  participated  in  outside  conferences  and  consul- 
tations on  legislation  specifically  and  institutes  and  centers 
generally. 

The  Legislative  Institute  is  currently  planning  programs 
for  the  academic  year  2001-2002.  For  example,  the  sixth 
annual  Supreme  Court  Review  Conference  will  occur  in  the 
early  part  of  the  fall  semester.  We  are  also  considering  semi- 
nars on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Federal  bank- 
ruptcy code  and  electronic  recording  of  legal  documents. 
Each  graduate  should  make  sure  the  Alumni  Office 
has  an  updated  email  address,  since  we  use  such  lists  to  pub- 
licize Institute  events.  Please  contact  Professor  Wolf  at 
awolf@law.wnec.edu  if  you  have  any  additional  ideas  for  pro- 
grams or  if  you  wish  to  assist  the  Institute  in  its  work.  If  you

When  I  wos  working  in  'Misdemeanors'  I  learned 
to  not  talk  too  much  about  my  job  at  dinner 
parties,"  recalls  Assistant  Professor  of  Law 
Lenese  Herbert,  "because  whenever  I  did  every- 
one else  would  fall  silent.  As  an  A.  U.S.A. 
[Assistant  United  States  Attorney],  you  know  how  crazy  your 
life  is — that  you  never  sleep  or  have  time  for  a  social  life — but 
for  others  on  the  outside  looking  in,  it  seemed  like  the  most 
glamorous,  exciting  job  one  could  imagine.  And  you  know 
what?  It  was." 

Lenese  Herbert's  eyes  sparkle  when  she  culls  a  new  mem- 
ory from  her  cache  of  experiences  working  as  an  assistant 
attorney  in  the  prestigious  U.S.  Attorney's  office  in  Washing- 
ton, DC.  Poised  yet  effervescent,  caring  yet  driven,  Herbert  is 
a  woman  who  enjoys  order,  but  thrives  knee  deep  in  the 
thick  of  chaos.  For  her,  every  new  career  path  taken  has  been 
an  opportunity  to  push  her  personal  envelope,  to  leave  her 
comfort  zone  behind  as  she  searches  to  uncover  truth  and 
justice  in  the  American  legal  system. 

Herbert's  youthful  looks  belie  the  bounty  of  experience 
she  brings  to  the  classrooms  where  she  teaches  Criminal 
Law,  Criminal  Procedure,  Evidence,  and  Administrative  Law, 
subjects  far  afield  from  her  first  love:  psychology. 

So  how  did  the  scholarly  young  woman  headed  for  a 
career  in  clinical  psychology  become  the  relentless  prosecu- 
tor in  the  U.S.  Attorney's  office? 


The  Howard  University  graduate  went  to  UCLA  School 
of  Law  "on  a  whim."  But  that  "whim"  was  the  prodigy  of  a 
seed  planted  many  years  before.  On  a  warm  summer's  night 
in  1972,  nine-year  old  Lenese  Herbert  lay  awake  in  her  sub- 
urban Washington,  DC,  home  listening  to  her  parent's  radio 
playing  in  another  room.  Suddenly,  the  music  stopped;  the 
announcer  broke  in  to  report  that  the  Angela  Davis  decision 
had  been  handed  down.  Herbert  recalls  thinking  to  herself, 
"Maybe  this  system  can  work — that  was  the  first  time  I 
remember  thinking  about  a  career  in  law." 

Herbert's  first  professional  experience  was  clerking  in  the 
Washington,  DC,  office  of  George  Haley,  brother  of  Alex 
Haley.  When  he  was  tapped  as  the  U.S.  postal  rates  commis- 
sioner, the  firm  closed.  Herbert  used  her  experience  to 
springboard  to  a  post  as  an  attorney  advisor  for  the  Chief 
Counsel's  Office  of  Urban  Mass  Transportation  in  the 
Department  of  Transportation. 

She  soon  heard  about  an  opportunity  in  the  Division  of 
Enforcement  at  the  Commodity  Futures  Trading  Commis- 
sion (CFTC),  an  area  she  knew  nothing  about,  but  quickly 
built  a  knowledge  base  big  enough  to  impress  her  interview- 
ers and  land  the  job. 

Jetting  between  Washington  and  New  York  City  and 
taking  depositions  from  key  players  on  Wall  Street  and 
at  the  World  Trade  Center  was  heady  stuff  to  the  twenty- 
something  Herbert,"!  felt  irrj' cosmopolitan,"  she  laughs.

But  the  job  had  its  dark  side.  She  had  to  take  depositions  from 
traders  suspected  of  illegal  trading — people  who  made  and 
played  by  their  own  rules. 

"These  guys  were  used  to  intimidation.  That's  part  of  the 
way  they  worked.  As  a  trader,  you've  got  to  be  recognized  in 
the  ring,  so  you've  got  to  be  loud  and  aggressive,"  says  Herbert. 

In  cases  surrounding  the  Coffee,  Sugars,  and  Cocoa 
Exchange,  big  money  was  involved  and  the  suspects  questioned 
the  authority  of  the  young  African-American  woman  who  had 
the  power  to  have  them  indicted. 

"They  were  shocked  to  see  me.  I  had  my  hair  in  braids  at  the 
time  and  many  of  them  wondered  how  did  she  ever  get  in  this 
position?  There  was  sexism,  age-ism,  racism — you  name  it — 
all  rolled  into  one.  There  was  nothing  I  could  do  about  their 
issues.  I've  never  been  anything  other  than  a  Black  woman  so  I 
just  did  the  job  I  was  there  to  do.  I  wasn't  going  to  stop  just 
because  they  wanted  me  to." 

Herbert's  commitment  to  "doing  the  job"  even  resulted  in  a 
death  threat.  On  another  case,  she  says,  "A  trader  leaped  at  me 
and  his  attorney  had  to  hold  him  back.  He  was  a  pretty  big  guy 
and  I  remember  looking  to  my  right  at  the  pile  of  trades  that  I 
was  going  to  ask  him  about  and  thinking  'this  is  going  to  be  a 
lo}ig  day.'  But  I  have  to  say  that  it  really  excited  me  because  I 
thought,  'Wow,  now  I'm  really  in  the  mix.'" 

Her  CFTC  supervisors  sent  the  promising  attorney  to  train 
at  the  National  Institute  of  Trial  Advocacy  where  an  outstand- 
ing cross-examination  gained  her  a  professional  admirer  and 
mentor.  Attorney  Pamela  Stewart  approached  her  about 
becoming  an  Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  made  it  her  personal  mission  to  make  Herbert's  name 
known.  With  the  opportunity  for  attorneys  to  get  both  federal 
and  local  trial  experience,  positions  in  the  DC-Office  were 
highly  coveted;  the  office  received  thousands  of  applications 
each  year. 

In  May  of  1991,  after  an  intense  interview  process,  Herbert 
became  an  A.U.S.A.  While  most  attorneys  in  the  four-year  pro- 
gram chose  either  a  civil  or  criminal  law  path,  Herbert  opted 
to  do  both  and  began  a  series  of  criminal  rotations  in  Appel- 
late, Misdemeanors,  Sexual  Offense,  and  Felonies.  As  A.U.S.A, 
she  represented  federal  agencies  in  civil  trials,  appeals,  and 
injunction  actions. 

If  Herbert  longed  to  be  "in  the  mL\,"  at  the  CFTC,  the  U.S. 
Attorney's  office  put  her  center  stage.  "Misdemeanors  was 
really  interesting  because  it  is  the  first  trial  section,"  she 
recalled,  "You  get  police  officers  and  witnesses  and  all  that 
they  bring  to  the  table.  You  get  defense  counselors,  you  get 
trial  judges,  and  social  service  workers.  They're  all  screaming 
and  scratching  to  get  your  time,  your  ear,  and  your  power.  It 
was  magnificent." 

In  the  criminal  rotations  involving  serious  crimes,  Herbert 
quickly  felt  the  weight  of  her  obligation  to  present  the  truth. 
She  says,  "In  every  other  section,  my  colleagues  and  I  would 


say  'We  are  doing  justice,'  in  Sexual  Offense,  we'd  say  'We  are 
doing  (K)d's  work,'  because  many  of  our  victims  were  children. 
The  victim  in  my  first  sex  offense  trial  was  a  seven-year  old  girl 
with  cerebral  palsy  who  was  sexually  assaulted  by  a  family 
friend.  It  became  a  crusade  for  me  and  ultimately  I  did  get  a 
conviction.  My  chief  told  the  U.S.  Attorney  about  it  and  she 
sent  me  a  letter  of  acknowledgment  for  my  work  on  the  case." 

Amid  this  circus  of  humanity,  Herbert  learned  to  maintain 
her  professionalism  and  keep  her  emotions  in  check.  The  first 
autopsy  she  attended  was  on  a  two-year  old  girl."l  have  the 
ability  to  divorce  myself  from  my  emotions  and  look  at  things 
very  clinically  and  that  was  a  strength  for  me. .  .Whenever  I  got 
emotionally  involved,  I  would  lose  a  case...  When  I  came  to 
the  School  of  Law,  Judge  Tina  Page  '82  asked  me  about  how  I 
dealt  with  emotionally-charged  cases.  She  said  'Where  did  you 
put  all  that  'stuff'  that  comes  from  doing  those  kinds  of  cases?' 
And  I  couldn't  answer — that's  probably  not  a  good  thing."

When  Herbert's  obligation  to  the  office  was  fulfilled,  she 
again  looked  for  a  career  path  that  was  challenging  and  differ- 
ent. Perhaps  the  psychologist  in  Herbert  recognized  that 
teaching  and  sharing  what  she  had  learned  was  a  healthy  out- 
let for  all  the  "stuff"  she  had  dealt  with.  Herbert  joined  the 
faculty  of  Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law  in 
2000,  quickly  becoming  a  favorite  among  students.  A  return  to 
the  academic  environment  provided  the  intellectual  stimula- 
tion she'd  been  missing. 

To  that  end,  Herbert,  already  a  frequent  lecturer,  plans  to 
increase  her  legal  scholarship.  She  will  also  be  coordinating 
The  Clason  Speaker  Series  while  Professor  Leonard  Baynes  is 
on  sabbatical.  If  the  past  is  indicative  of  her  future  success, 
Lenese  Herbert  is  a  worthy  advocate  for  continuing  the 
exchange  of  ideas  and  quest  for  truth  among  students,  faculty, 
and  alumni  at  Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law.  ♦

BUILDING  A  LEGAL 
CAREER  BEYOND 
THE  COURTRGGM 

RAYMOND  CASELLA  '98 


Ray  Casella  credits  much  of  his  professional 
success  to  his  "Uncle  Al."His  undergraduate 
education,  four  years  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  School  of  Law,  present  job,  and 
life-long  career  in  architecture  have  been 
molded  by  his  close  relationship  with  Alfred 
Casella,  his  father's  brother.  The  senior 
Casella,  also  a  School  of  Law  alumnus  (74)  is  not  only  related 
to  Ray,  but  is  his  employer  at  Alfred  Casella  Architects  of 
Agawam  and  Suffield,  and  his  first  mentor. 

But  why  attend  law  school  having  already  established  oneself 
in  the  profession  of  architecture?  The  logical  flow  of  educa- 
tion is  not  as  Ray's  was — from  a  Bachelor  of  Architecture  and 
Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts/Architectural  History  from  Rhode 
Island  School  of  Design  in  1993  to  law.  Ray  disagrees. 
Although  he  admits  to  having  mixed  feelings  in  1995,  upon 
entering  the  School  of  Law.  "Uncle  Al  insisted  that  in  order  to 
speak  the  language  of  contracts,  I  had  to  go  to  law  school," 
Ray  recalls.  He  remembers  ob.serving  his  brother  s  study  at  the 
School  of  Law,  saying  to  himself  at  the  time,  "It  can't  be  all 
that  hard."  Once  in  the  cla.ssroom,  Ray  humbly  changed  his 


tune.  "My  brother  is  brilliant,  and  now  I  know  why  it  took 
him,  and  me,  three  hours  to  read  30  pages  and  still  not  under- 
stand the  subject." 

When  100-Page  Contracts  are  the  Norm,  Not  the  Exception 

It  took  only  three  months  into  the  School  of  Law's  program 
when  Ray  was  convinced  that  this  path  of  education  would 
enhance  his  ability  to  serve  the  interests  of  his  clients  and  his 
firm.  "From  my  first  class  in  contract  law,  I  knew  that  law  was 
critical  for  the  architectural  field.  The  two  had  a  natural 
connection.  I  learned  that  every  word,  its  placement  in  a 
sentence,  and  every  comma  made  a  difference  in  how  a 
contract  was  read." 

jump  ahead  four  years  to  1998,  and  Ray  spends  a  good  part  of 
his  time  writing  100-page  design  contracts.  "Our  firm  doesn't 
use  boiler  plate  contracts.  We  write  every  detail  to  protect  the 
client  and  ourselves.  This  is  when  you  need  to  know  the  law," 
he  insists.  Because  the  nature  of  the  work  generated  at  his 
architectural  firm  is  to  design  from  scratch  or  renovate  large 
buildings  (schools,  libraries,  and  churches),  their  clients  are

spending  "enormous  amounts  of  money,"  he  states.  "Our  con- 
tracts are  read  by  government  officials,  building  officers,  and 
contract  engineers.  We  have  never  run  over  budget,  and  it's 
obviously  important  to  give  the  client  a  long-lasting  building." 

From  Hard  Hat  to  Mortarboard  at  Uncle  Al's  School 

Ray's  selection  of  the  School  of  Law  was  perhaps  in  small  part 
because  Uncle  Al  was  its  architect  20  years  prior.  Ray  remem- 
bers that  Al's  initial  sketch  of  the  building  was  drawn  for  Dean 
Donald  Dunn  on  the  back  of  a  napkin.  Ray  admits  playing  with 
his  cousins  on  the  steel  and  sandy  floor  of  the  about-to-be- 
constructed  building.  Because  he  was  age  four  at  the  time,  the 
yellow  hard  hat  was  much  too  large  for  his  head.  He  especially 
recalls  shouting  out  to  every  construction  worker  entering  the 
site,  "You're  guilty!"  "When  I  think  back,  we  were  the  first  to  use 
the  mock  courtrooms." 

But,  back  to  his  choice  of  Western  New  England  College. 
Because  four  members  of  his  immediate  family  were  already 
School  of  Law  graduates,  he  had  an  inside  profile  on  the 
School.  He  was  looking  for  something  community-based  in  its 


philosophy.  "It's  easy  to  get  discouraged  in  law  school.  It's  often 
intimidating,"  he  said.  "But  here,  it  wasn't  cut-throat  at  all  for 
the  students.  There  was  a  sense  of  helpful  collegiality." 

When  asked  about  teacher  support,  Ray  kept  adding  onto  his 
list.  William  Metzger,  Philip  Bouchard,  and  William  Baker  each 
emphasized  practical  application  of  the  law.  "They  essentially 
said  to  read  the  book,  put  it  down,  and  now  ask  yourself  what  it 
really  means,"  he  states.  Most  of  all,  Nancy  Sykes  personalized 
the  law  for  him,  putting  a  human  face  on  every  legal  issue,  "Her 
class  should  be  mandatory,"  he  recommends. 

As  in  his  design  drawings,  the  line  between  Ray  Casella's  profes- 
sion in  architecture  and  education  in  law  is  a  straight  one.  The 
bottom  line  is  how  to  problem-solve.  "There's  a  common 
mindset  and  stance  in  analyzing  a  situation.  I  use  my  legal 
knowledge  in  seeing  multi-answers,  at  the  same  time  always 
being  ethical  answers."  ♦

DIAL-A-LAWYER 

RINGS  IN  SEVENTH  YEAR 

The  Massachusetts  Bar  Association 
held  its  seventh  annual  "Dial-A-Lawyer" 
program  at  the  School  of  Law  on  June  13. 

Stationed  at  the  College's  Campus  Center, 
nearly  30  lawyers  manned  the  phones  to 
field  questions  on  topics  ranging  from 
credit  card  reports  to  divorce  judgements. 
Pledged  to  maintain  their  anonymity,  the 
volunteers  gave  advice  and  referrals  to 
the  380  callers  who  took  advantage  of 
the  three-hour  session  to  gain  free 
legal  consultation.

WESTERN  NEW  ENGLAND  COLLEGE  SCHOOL  OF  LAW  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 


Following  is  the  proposed  Constitution,  with  a  Jew  revisions  (in  bold)  made  at  the  Spring  Board  meeting. 

Please  email  or  write  with  any  objections  or  suggestions. 


ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  OBJECTIVE 

SECTION  1  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  School  of  Law  Alumni  Association  (hereinafter  the 
"Law  Alumni  Association"). 

SECTION  2  OBJECTIVE 

The  objective  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  be  to 
establish  mutually  beneficial  relations  between  the  School  of  Law 
and  its  alumni. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  formerly  enrolled  student  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Law  Alumni  Associ- 
ation, providing  the  individual  was  in  good  standing  while  in 
attendance  at  the  School  of  Law. 

ARTICLE  III:  FEES 

No  dues  shall  be  required  to  be  a  member  of  the  Law  Alumni 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IV:  PRIVILEGES 

Members  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  all  general  and  special 
meetings  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  and  to  vote  therein  on 
matters  affecting  the  Law  Alumni  Association. 

ARTICLE  V:  GOVERNANCE 

SECTION  1  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  be  governed  by  a  twenty- 
three  (23)  member  Board  of  Directors  comprised  of  four  officers 
and  nineteen  directors,  including  one  student  director  appointed 
by  the  Student  Bar  Association.  The  four  officers  shall  be  the 
president,  the  president-elect,  the  clerk,  and  the  treasurer.  The 
president-elect  shall  succeed  to  the  office  of  the  president.  The 
director  of  law  alumni  relations  shall  sit  ex  officio. 


SECTION  2  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Between  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  a  seven  (7)  member  Exec- 
utive Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
Law  Alumni  Association.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
comprised  of  the  four  officers  and  three  members  of  the  Board 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president,  subject  to  Board 
approval.  Executive  Committee  actions  are  subject  to  Board 
review.  The  director  of  law  alumni  relations  shall  sit  ex  officio. 

SECTION  3  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, president-elect,  clerk  and  treasurer.  The  president  shall 
chair  all  meetings  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association,  the  Board  and 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all  committees,  sub- 
ject to  Board  approval.  The  president-elect  shall  act  in  place  of 
the  president  during  absences  or  incapacity  of  the  latter.  The 
term  of  the  president-elect  shall  be  one  year  concurrent  with 
the  second  year  of  the  president's  term.  The  clerk  shall  maintain 
the  records  oi  the  Law  Alumni  Association  and  the  treasurer  shall 
maintain  the  linanccs  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI:  ELECTIONS 

SECTION  I  DIRECTORS 

The  Directors,  with  the  exception  of  the  Student  Director, 
shall  be  elected  for  three  (3)  year  terms,  staggered  such  that 
approximately  one  third  of  the  Board  is  elected  every  year.  The 
Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  membership  via  mail  ballots, 
and  shall  take  their  seats  at  the  conclusion  of  the  general  meet- 
ing. The  Student  Director  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Stu- 
dent Bar  Association. 

SECTION  2  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  membership  by  ballot  for 
two-year  terms,  and  shall  take  their  seats  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
general  meeting.

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SECTION  3  ALUMNI  TRUSTEE 

There  shall  be  one  Alumni  Trustee  who  shall  serve  lor  a 
term  of  two  (2)  years.  Any  member  of  the  Law  Alumni  Associ- 
ation shall  be  eligible  ior  selection  as  an  Alumni  Trustee 
unless  he  or  she  is  an  employee  ol  the  College  or  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Alumni  Board  other  than  as  an  Alumni 
Trustee.  The  Alumni  Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  present- 
ing to  the  College  Board  of  Trustees  such  matters  as  the  Law 
Alumni  Association  may  direct.  The  Alumni  Trustee  shall 
serve  as  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Alumni  Board. 

SECTION  4  NOMINATIONS 

The  nominations  committee  shall  nominate  a  slate  of  candi- 
dates for  the  offices  of  Alumni  Trustee,  Director,  and  each 
Officer  when  applicable.  A  ballot  shall  be  prepared  from  the 
Law  Alumni  Board  recommendation.  The  nominating  commit- 
tee will  review  potential  candidates  each  year  and  make  a  rec- 
ommendation to  the  Alumni  Board.  The  Board  will  review  the 
list  and  make  a  recommendation  to  the  membership.  The 
membership  shall  elect  the  Directors,  the  Officers  of  the 
Alumni  Board,  and  the  Alutnni  Trustee. 

SECTION  5  ELECTIONS 

Ballots  shall  be  mailed  to  the  membership  approximately  30 
days  prior  to  the  election  deadline. 

SECTION  6  VACANCIES 

If  any  Director  or  Officer  of  the  Board  position  becomes 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  full  term,  the  President  may  appoint  a 
member  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  to  complete  the  term. 

ARTICLE  VII:  CHAPTERS 

An  organization  of  law  alumni  which  is  based  on  geography, 
area  of  practice,  or  other  factors  in  common,  may  become  an 
affiliated  organization  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  by  receiv- 
ing formal  recognition  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  standing  committees  on  nominations,  alumni 
giving,  legislation,  and  chapters.  Committee  members  shall 
serve  a  term  concurrent  with  that  of  the  appointing  president. 

SECTION  2  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

Special  committees  may  be  appointed,  the  members  of 
which  shall  serve  for  a  period  concurrent  with  that  of  the 
appointing  president  or  upon  completion  of  the  task  for  which 
the  special  committee  was  created,  whichever  is  sooner. 


ARTICLE  IX:  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1  GENERAL  MEETING 

A  general  meeting  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  be 
held  each  year.  The  notice  of  the  meeting  shall  be  made  to  the 
membership  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

SECTION  2  SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

Special  meetings  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  be  held 
upon  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Board  or  on  petition  of  100 
members.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  determine  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
made  to  the  membership  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3  BOARD  MEETINGS 

One  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  general  meeting.  Additional  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  by  a  majority  ol  the 
Board. 

SECTION  4  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  request  of  the 
president  or  the  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  5  QUORUM 

Meetings  of  the  Board,  Executive  Committee  or  other  Com- 
mittees may  be  conducted  in  person  or  via  telephone  confer- 
ence, and  majority  attendance/participation  of  the  respective 
bodies  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X:  PROCEDURE 

SECTION  1  FISCAL  YEAR 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association  shall  begin  on 
July  1  and  end  on  June  30. 

SECTION  2  BYLAWS 

Bylaws  may  be  adopted  my  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
at  a  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  Law  Alumni  Association. 

SECTION  3  AMENDMENTS 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Law  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, provided  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been 
given  with  the  notice  of  the  meeting. 

SECTION  4  RULES  OF  ORDER 

Unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  the 
bylaws,  or  Board  rules  of  procedure,  Roberts  Rules  of  Order 
shall  prevail.
